Whether and how government in a free 
society can assure steady economic growth 
and full employment is too large a subject 
to be discussed here but one thing is cer- 
tain—a federal system like that of Canada 
cannot even begin to make the attempt 
unless its several governments work to- 
gether as they are not working now. 

If the provinces must have enough 
money for their basic needs (though ob- 
viously not all they want by any means) 
the federal government must have not only 
sufficient revenues but sufficient economic 
power to nourish prosperity, insofar as 
government can pourish it. 

To be sure, the federal government 
already has far-reaching powers outside 
the field of taxation or, as the experts call 
it, fiscal policy. Among other things, ‘it 
absolutely controls the volume of money, 
or monetary policy, and some amateur 
evonomists suppose that this mighty engine 
of inflation can cure all our ills ‘if it were 
fully used. 


Source of Trouble 

But we should have learned in the Jast 
year that when fiscal policy goes wrong 
everything goes wrong. The foreign ex- 
change crisis of 1962 was the direct result 
of fiseal mismanagement, federal and 
provincial, of perpetual deficits in Ottawa 
and ever-increasing debt. 

Tt follows that the federal government, 
if it is to avoid further crises of this sort, 
must have more revenue which can be 
secured either from higher tax rates or 
from the yield of general economic growth 
or both. Yet at the moment when this need 
is most urgent the provincial governments 
demand more money from the federal 
treasury, or a larger share of the basic 
revenue fields, which amounts to the same 
thing in the federal budget.

further from its revenue fields in their 
favor. its budgetary problem will be 
worsened unless it increases its taxes dras- 


tically at the cost of repressing economic 
h.

Under the best of circumstances such 
planning by a free society is difficult 
enough in a unitary system like that of 
Britain.

Spending Too Much 


These facts were understood in general 
by. the Rowell-Sirois° commission but 
could not imagine that within a generation 
all our governments combined would be 
spending far more money than the tax- 
payers would be willing to pay and pre.

The commission did not foresee either 
that these purely financial problems would 
be complicated by the re-emerging prob.

Excessive expectations, premature 
promises of economic miracles and the 
competition of eleven governments for a 
larger slice of a limited eake have 
duced deficits, debt, financial disorder, a 
devalued currency and a new federal- 
provincial crisis.
